Apple Speculators Lose $1,000,000. 
Reports received from New York say 


that the speculators who purchased a 
large part of Berks counly's crop have 
lost money, the amount being estimat- 
ed at $1,000,000. Their agents went 
through Hie country district* early in 
the season and purchased the fruit of 
thousands of orchards even before it 
w-as ripe. This created an impression 
that there was a great scarcity of 
apples, when in fact there was no 
shortage. Many farmers held out for 
higher prices, which the agent finally 
paid. The figures secured were from 
60 to 75 cents a bushel, and it was es- 
timated that fully i!00,000 bushels- 
were purchased in Berks alone. The 
agents left an equal amount of cash 
in neighboring counties. 
One au- 


thorily on the subject predicted that 
apples would be ?8 per barrel by this 
spring, and the speculators toward 
the last paid 90 cents a bushel. 


Beports from New York say that 


there has been such a slump in prices 
that the estimate of $1,000,000 loss to 
the buyers is not excessive. They pur- 
sued the same tactics not only in 
Pennsylvania, 
but 
neighboring 
States, and now they have hundreds 
of thousands of bushels in storage 
which they must sell at a great sacri- 
fice. 


As the season wore on dealers every- 


where began to notice that prices were 
not advancing as had been expected. 
Shortly alter the holidays it was evi- 
dent that their hopes of doubling 
their money would never be reali/ed. 
They are now "working" off tlie 
fruit at a sacrifice. They have sim- 
ply gambled j>n the future apple crop 
and lost, while the fruit farmers are

Tbe Great "Penn$y" System. 


An idea of the vastness of the Penn- 


syvlania Railroad System—and its im- 
portance to the country it traverses- 
is to be otbained from figures in the 
annual "Record of 
Transportation 
Lines," just compiled by the main- 
tenance of Way Deparments of the 
System. These figures show a total 
mileage of 11,080.60 of which 6,154.63 
are located East of Pittsburgh and 
Erie, and 4,026.97 West of Pittsburgh. 


The lines penetrate thirteen states 


and the District of Columbia, the 
greatest mileage being in Pennsyl- 
vania, where the System has 4,067.48 
miles of line. Ohio is second with 
1,831.13 miles and Indiana is third 
with 1,541.82 miles. There are 828.00 
miles of line in JSew York, and 771.83 
miles in New Jersey. Illinois has 
635.24 miles, Maryland 552.70, Michi- 
gan 
435.86, 
and 
Delaware 274.05 


miles. In the District of Columbia 
and each of the states of Kentucky, 
Missouri, Virginia and West Virginia 
—termini of different portions of the 
System—the mileage is less than 100. 


The total trackage of the System 
amounts to 23,572 miles, of which 
13,788 are East of Pittsburgh, and 
9,784.10 are West of that point. The 
intensive development of the System, 
to meet the requirements Of commerce, 
to recent years is to be seen in the fact 
that while the mileage has increased 
only 518,16 since December 81, 1903, 
the total trackage has increased 3,027 
miles. 
The System at the present 
time has 3,241.90 miles of second track 
—about one third of the total; 763.23 
miles of third track, 661.66 miles of 
fourth track, and 7,934.98 miles of sid- 
ings belonging to the Company.

Well, our liltle boal had the wildest 


trip I ever want to take, and I think 
it was about as near as I ever want lo 
come to investigating the unexplored 
depths of Davy Jones' locker. Ima- 
gine, it took over an hour to KO a 
couple of miles, and when we did reach 
the steamer, we had a hard time get- 
ting aboard, as it was difficult to gel 
close lo the vessel on accounl of the 
waves, and if ever I drew a sigh of re- 
lief it was when I felt the firm deck of 
the old Boyaea under my feet. The 
rest of the party did not arrive for five 
hours as they could not get any of the 
natives to venture out. 
I admire 


skill, and the most skillful handling 
of a boat I ever saw was the handling 
of the one I was in. I thought a dozen 
times that a wall of water would fall 
on it when a cleft turn of the paddle 
would make her ride right up over 
the wave and swoop deep down on 
the other side. 


We weighed anchor at eleven o'clock 
that night, and needless to say I was 
so tired thai I slept the sleep of the 
just. When we awoke we were at the 
Island of Taboga, about fifteen miles 
from Panama.

After which we 
went on an exploring trip. After an

Joseph L. Lovett, one of the wides 


known residents of 
Lower 
Buck 


county, died at his home near Emilie 
Brislol township, yesterday of pneu 
monia after a short illness. The de 
ceased was born July 7, 1838 in th 
house where he has resided all his lif 
on the farm in Bristol township. Thi 
farm has been in the possession of th 
family for over two hundred years 
Ihe pioneer of the family came ove 
wilh William Penn in 1682 and th 
deceased was of the sixth generation 
in descent from this ancester in Buck 
county. 
Mr. Lovett held the origina 
deed from William Penn. The fami]' 
were Quakers and usually followet 
farming. They were of English origin 
and first settled in Falls township 
The deceased's maternal ancestors were 
descendants of the Holland Dutch anc 
also early settlers of Backs county 
Mr. Lovett was reared on the farm 
where he died and attended school in 
Bristol township and made farming 
the business of his life. Of late years 
he devoted most of his time to the cul- 
tivation of chestnut trees, for which 
he gained a reputallon throughout the 
county. 
He was married November 


13, 1879, to Fannie, daughter of Joseph 
and Margaret Janney, who survives 
him.

THE SUBSIDIZED NEWSPAPER. 


Pittsburgh Leader. 


The statement made by Congress- 


man Lilley before the committee now 
investigating thesubmarine boat scan- 
dal calls attention to an evil that is 
responsible for much corruption in 
government—the subsidizing of news- 
papers. It is a rather timely topic 
just now considering recent revelations 
of the sale of newspaper influence to a 
special interest right here at home. 
Public opinion both makes and ad- 
ministers law in tills country. 
Law- 


makers and executive may go"contrary 
to it for a brief time, but they cannot 
stand out long against it. Whether 
the average man is conscious of it or 
willing to admil it or not his opinions 
on public questions are formed by the 
newspapers. 
He may not be influ- 


enced by the editorial opinions but lie 
cerlainly is by the news he reads. 


Those who arc seeking special privi- 
lege or something they should not 
have from the government know this 
and that is why they are always ready 
lo subsidize Ihe purchasable press. 
The bribe they give may be political 
honors or cold cash, but it is a bribe 
none the less and is given from a 
wrongful purpose. 
Newspapers are published for private 


profit, but they enter so intimately 
into the life of tbe citizen and wield 
such influence in public affairs that 
the publishers of them are under an 
obligation to the people to take none 
but honest and legitimate gain Irom 
their enterprises. 
No publisher has 


the right to sell the influence of his 
newspaper to special interests. When 
he does he Is selling something that 
belongs to the people and which he 
is bound as an honest man to use for 
their welfare. 


The people, however, need no law to 


protecl them from the evil of the sub- 
sidized newspaper. They have in their 
own hands at all limes a law that they 
caii make as effective as they choose. 
The subsidized newspaper, in spite of 
the unlawful profit It takes, cannot 
live without the support of the people 
When its infamy is exposed and it is 
shown to have been sold to a special 
interest then it is for each man to 
say for himself whether he will al- 
low himelf to be traded in on the bar- 
gain that has been made.

25,000 times, aud a pupil of his, •work- 
ing separately, spun a penny 8,200 
times and ulso tested the drawing of 
0,000 tickets from a bag. 


It may seem strange that a learned 


professor should put himself to such 
an amount of trouble to demonstrate 
what every schoolboy who had ever 
tossed a coin already knew. Yet, as a 
matter of fact, few really do grasp 
the laws which govern such an appar- 
ently straightforward matter as the 
tossing of n coin. In the words of the 
arithmetician, .he theory of "runs"— 
that Is, heads turning up repeatedly 
or tails turning up repeatedly—is pre- 
cisely as follows: 


The chauce of a head Is one-half; of 


two heads following. Is one-half multl. 
piled by one-half—that Is, one-qunrtor; 
of three heads In succession, one-half
